The closest prior art to the present invention is Maruyama et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,407,946). Maruyama et al. disclosed a memory device having a differential sense 
amplifier and a gate voltage generator for generating a gate voltage for the reference 
transistor. Maruyama et al. failed to show or suggest the combination of a read control 
circuit coupled to a second input of a sense amplifier, wherein the read control circuitry 
having a reference transistor for providing a predetermined reference current in 
response to a reference voltage, the read control circuitry varying the reference voltage 
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in a manner to maintain the predetermined reference current at a substantially constant 
value.
